in  the  right  direction.  In  our  summer  schools  I  found  our  text- 
books on  Geograph}^  wholly  lacking  in  uniformity,  and  embrac- 
ing some  that,  by  long-continued  use,  had  become  wholly  unfit 
for  the  purpose. 

With  that  variety  of  books,  good,  bad,  or  indifferent,  as  the 
case  happened  to  be,  classes  were  multiplied  and  teachers  com- 
pelled to  omit  some  recitations  or  hur^  the  whole  so  as  to  ren- 
der all  nearly  worthless  ;  when  by  a  judicious  selection  of  books 
of  superior  excellence  and  b}^  their  uniformity  admitting  of  a 
proper  arrangement  of  classes,  time  would  be  given  to  the  teach- 
ers, enthusiam  and  interest  to  scholars,  and  much  better  results 
realized  from  the  money  we  now  invest  in  schools.  Believing 
that  ran  evil  la}T  here,  and  that  the  best  interests  of  the  schools 
demanded  a  remedy,  I  carefully  examined  the  standard  works 
on  the  subject  and  adopted  Monteith's  Geographies  as  the 
cheapest  and,  in  nry  opinion,  the  best.  I  think  that  teachers 
and  scholars  are  uniformly  pleased  with  the  books. 

There  have  been  very  few  poor  schools  during  the  year  ;  your 
money  for  the  most  part  has  been  well  expended. 

This  report,  made  in  accordance  with  my  convictions  of  duty, 
is  respectfully  submitted.
